Oswald lived in a small apartment at 1x907 .'Magazine 
otreet, «ew Orleans, from Kay 9 , 1963 . until on or 
aoout September 2lx, 1963. Els wife reportedly left 
a .eu days prior to Oswald, allegedly going to Texas 
to have her second baby 0 a woman in a station wagon 
bearing a Texas license is said to have some to the 
Oswald apartment at E?07 Lagazine Street, New Orleans, 
lor tne purpose of picking up Mrs, Oswald and drivin- 
ner ana her baby to Texas. Oswald remained on in the 
apartment but coved unexpectedly one night, owing about 
ten days rent.

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The Police report submitted in connection vith the above-mentioned arrest reflected 
that Lee Harvey Osvald was a member of the FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE, which re- 
portedly upholds lidel Castro. It was shown in the report that Oswald had been 
passing out circulars in the 700 block of Canal Street, New Orleans, when he became 
involved in a disturbance with three Caban immigrants - Carlos Bringuier, Celso H. 
Hernandez, and Miguel H. Crus. 

Lee narvey Oswald has been assigned number 112 723 by the New Orleans Police Department 
Bureau of identification, 

SA Vital and I proceeded to U911 Magazine Street, where we interviewed Mr. and Mrs, 

Jesse J. Garner, Managers of the apartments located at 1*905 and i*907 Magazine Street. 
They advised that Oswald and his wife and child (a baby about If years old) had 
.occupied the center apartment at 1*907 Magazine Street. They stated that Oswald rented 
tiiis apartment on 5”9“6 3 and moved in promptly, adding that Oswald's wife and child 
came to the apartment a few days later. They stated that Oswald had moved unexpectedly 
one night and left owing about ten days rent. They advised that Oswald's wife, name 
unknown to them, .could not speak English and was allegedly a Russian. 

Subsequent contact with Mr s. Gamer disclosed that Oswald moved frooi 1*907 Magazine 
Street, Mew Orleans, on or aDout 9-21**63. She had first said when interviewed on the 
night of 11-22-63 that Oswald had moved some time during the latter part of August; 
that his rent was due on 8-9-63 and that he left owing ten days rent. 

Mr. and .Its, Jesse J. ■Garner described Mrs. Lee Harvey Oswald as follows: Waite; 

female; 20/21; 5 ’1"; slender build; very fair complexion; dark brown hair, adding 
that her hair was rather long and worn in pony tail style. They said that Mrs. Oswald 
was pregnant when the Oswalds moved in September, 1963, and may have had her baby since 
that tine. They stated that Oswald had worked in the plant of Vm, 3. keily & Co., Inc., 
Hew Orleans, wholesale coffee merchants. 

Luring the interview with Mr. and Mrs. Garner on ll-2 9 -63 they advised that Oswald 
had pamphlets in his apartment entitled "UNITED STATES KEEP HANDS OFF CUBA." In reply 
to questioning, they advised that no pamphlets or other anti-American literature were 
found in the Oswald aparmtnet at 1*907 Magazine Street after the Oswalds hac moved; 
tnat Oswald had been careful to remove all papers from his apartment. Mr. Garner 
stated that on one occasion, Oswald nad tacted one of his “rAIR PLAT FOR CUBA" pamphlets 
on the front of the house at 1*907 Magazine Street ana that immediately upon seeing it, 
he had ordered Oswald to take it down. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Garner stated that Oswald talked' very little. They said that his 
wife arrived from Texas in a station wagon, accompanied by a woman and two &.,all 
Ciiiicren - post inly a boy ana a girl - not certain at this time as to the sex of tne 
woman's children. They advised that the same woman had moved Mrs. Oswald from 1*907 
Magazine Ctreet in her station wagon, which bore a Texas license - number unknown. 

They advisee that on this occasion the woman from Texas stayed .with the Oswalds in 
their apartment for three or four days. 

:urs. Carrier state., that Oswald had had only one known visitor during the time he 
oocupiea the apartment at 1*907 Magazine btreet; that this visitor was a young, ioreign- 
looking male who spoKe with a bpanish accent. Mrs. Garner stated that this yoohg man 
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had come to her apartment at '1*711 Magazine Street Just about dark one evening inruirine

Eotn^J'r and Mrs. Jesse J. Gamer stated that during the time Oswald occupied the 
^rament at 1*907 ..agazine Street he seemed to be constantly reading. They said he 
„e.,,ed „o be well educated and always walked erect. They advised that Oswald was 
we-l crossed- sometimes wearing sport clothes and at other times being dressed in a 
business suit. They stated that Oswald did not seem to be acquainted with any of the
